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Remarks 

Claims 1-20 are pending in the application. Claims 1-8 were rejected and claims 
9-20 were allowed. By this Amendment, claim 1 has been amended and claim 2 has been 
cancelled. Reconsideration of the claims is respectfully requested. No new matter has been 
added. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 112 

Claims 1-8 were rejected under § 1 12, second paragraph. Applicant has amended 
claim 1 to clarify antecedent basis for the actuator, which cures the rejection of claims 1-7. The 
release cable recited in claim 8 is different than the first and second cables recited in claim 1 . 
More specifically, the release cable is part of a manual window release system as discussed in 
paragraph beginning on page 8 at line 4 (see also reference number 82 in Figure 1). Applicant 
hopes this clarification addresses the Examiner's question regarding claim 8, thereby placing the 
application in condition for allowance.
